FRENCH LABOR LEADER ARRIVES IN NEW YORK

WASHINGTON, Aug. 26—There 
is no prospect of an early construc­ 
tion start on the 13 recently-author­ 
ized Arkansas and White river ba­ 
sin reservoirs, but army engineers 
are rushing other projects to con­ 
trol the floods which perennially 
harass the people of Arkansas. 
The engineers indicate it will 
he impossible to begin building any 
of the proposed seven reservoirs 
in the Arkansas basin and the six 
in ihe White basin for at least a 
year. 
No Money For Start 
There is no money to start the 
work and no definite plans have 
been drawn. The only step so far 
inward construction has been the 
^ L ik in g of original surveys and ex­ 
a m in a tio n s. 
The reservoirs, which the engi­ 
neers estimate would cost about 
$10,100,000 if built solely for flood 
control purposes and substantially 
more if for both flood and power, 
were authorized at the last session 
after Arkansas congress members 
insisted the flood control act should 
provide for them. 
The flood control act authorizes 
appropriation of $21,000,000 to quart 
work on the Arkansas basin reser­ 
voirs and $25,000,000 to begin con­ 
struction of those in the White 
river basin, but congress has made 
no actual appropriation. 
The flood control act also au­ 
thorizes the engineers to build the 
reservoirs which they recommend­ 
ed in their April, 1937, flood con­ 
trol report, namely, the Canton, 
Mannford, Oolagah, Pensacola, Ten­ 
killer Ferry and Wister in Okla­ 
homa and the Blue Mountain, Nim­ 
rod.

Order Work Speeded 
The war department has ordered 
work accelerated on the $12,000,- 
000 emergency reservoir between 
Laconia Circle and Oldtowu in the 
White river backwater area in Ar­ 
kansas. 
The engineers say the reservoir 
will not be a reservoir in the com­ 
mon sense, since it will be flooded 
only Arc rare emergencies. 
A nither Arkansas flood control 
?Ject on which “go ahead" orders 
Ne been issued is the strength­ 
ening of the fuse-piug levee extend­ 
ing SO miles south from Yancopin, 
Ark., along the Mississippi river 
from near the mouth of the Arkan­ 
sas river and designed as an out­ 
let for the Eudora floodway. About 
$500,900 has been allocated to start 
the job.

Crop Control Bill Battle Seen

ixrASHINGTON, Aug. 26.—Admin- 
istration farm leaders expect 
a major fight in the next congress 
over a proposal to replace the “ever 
norma] granary" crop control law 
with domestic allotment and price- 
fixing regulations. 
Declining farm prices and accu­ 
mulating crop surpluses have stim­ 
ulated agitation for revision of the 
1938 farm act among cotton and 
wheat growers. 
Secretary Wallace has indicated, 
however, he will carry his defense 
of the present law to the farmers 
before congress convenes. 
The proposed domestic allotment 
program, which had strong sup­ 
port in the last congress, would 
eliminate the present acreage allot­ 


ment. marketing control and bene­ 
fit payment provisions. 
Farmers 
would be free to produce as much 
as they desired, but could sell only 
a specified share, or allotment, of 
the domestic market. 
The domestic allotment bill in 
the 
1938 
congress provided for 
prices which would 
assure 
the 
grower cost of production 
This 
could be changed to require "par­ 
ity" prices, the g a d of the existing 
law. 
Those prices would be about 
15.9 cents a pound for cotton, 82 
cents a bushel for corn and $1.13 
for wheat. 
Farmers now are re­ 
ceiving an average of about 8.25 
cents for cotton. 50 cents for corn 
and 55 cents for wheat. 
The government' would sell the 
surplus crops in foreign markets at 
w-hafever prices it could get.

hts resentment or interest, depend­ 
ing upon his sense of fairness. 
In dealing with the problems of 
health, this lack of logic oftentimes 
takes curious turns. For example. 
most 
people 
would 
admit 
quite 
readily their complete inability to 
build a bridge across th* Missis­ 
sippi river because they have had 
nb training In engineering; again 
they will agree that. they could 
not 
fly 
an 
airplane 
because of 
lick 
of 
training 
in 
aeronautics. 
The 
same 
individual, 
however, 
quite 
blandly 
assumes 
complete 
ability to diagnose a pain in the 
abdomen, and proceeds with a clear 
conscience and an air of complete 
confidence to prescribe a cure, 
It Ir characteristic of most peo- j 
pie to pride themselves upon their 
ability to act In the capacity of a 
doctor or a lawyer, yet readily ad­ 
mit 
their complete ignorance of 
engineering or aeronautics, 
We may well «sk why this Illog­ 
ical situation exists. The answer 
probably lies In the fact that en­ 
gineering and aeronautics are man­ 
made sciences and deol entirely In 
facts and figures, reason and logic, 
and it Is no reflection it [Min the In­ 
telligence to admit ignorance of a 
purely technical 
matter. On 
the 
other hand, medicine is not an ex­ 
act science. So much Is not proved. 
So many forms of treatment are 
hissed upon theory rather than fart.

past 
it 
was 
' wrapped in deepest mystery aud 
has gradually evolved through a 
combination of observation, folk­ 
lore and scientific investigation. 


F o lk lo re 
R espo nsible 
The folklore element is largely 
I responsible for 
the 
present 
day 
‘'hangover" of the confident belief 
! on the part of laymen of an ability 
r to diagnose and prescribe for many 
of the ailments of the body. It is 
a matter of family pride to know 
certain “sure cures” for many dis­ 
eases. and to take issue with these 
h “Jlefs is a distinct reflection upon 
the family Intelligence. 
Furthermore, tho so-called scien­ 
tific 
fodder constantly 
broadcast 
over the radio and iii the public 
print 
relative 
to 
miraculous 
or 
“ newly discovered" remedies, 
in­ 
fluences a great many people to a 
belief that diagnosis and treatment 
of human Ills is a simple cut and 
dried affair; that for every disease 
there Is a cure; that if the doctor is 
unable to relieve the patient, doubt- j 
less there is someone else 
who j 
can. 
It is a human trait to want to 
be helpful in sickness and distress. 
To build a bridge is distinctly the 
“other fellow's business,” but sick­ 
ness and distress bring out all the 
latent charity In everyone except 
the most depraved. It Is a good 
trait and should he encouraged be­ 
cause It is a great solace to the 
patient.
